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U.S.Plan Proposed 4-Power 
Treaty to Keep the Japanese 
Demilitarized 25 Years

The Stale Department today made 
public the text of a proposed four- 
power treaty under which the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain, the So- 
viet 
Union 
and 
China 
would 
plelgc themselves to keep Japan 
demilitarized for 25 years. 


The treaty would provide for a 


system of quadripartite inspection 
to make certain that the disarma- 
ment and demilitarisation 
provi- 
sions of the treaty are carried out. 
It calls for creation of a four- 


power commission of control.

contract with John L. Lewis' Unit- 
ed Mine Workers (AFL). All of 
the price increases will be passed 
on to consumers. 


OPA said the cosl of the wage 
ircement, including the royalty of 
five cent a ton for an employe wel- 
fare fund, would average 39 cents 
a ton. ,The contact gave wage in- 
creases, of 18 1-2 cents an hour to 
Ihe 400,000 miners. 


Extension of the wage

ments to clerical and administra- 
tive workers not covered by

conlracl raised cosls an addilional 
six cents, the agent said. The pro-

The meat packers said there was 
no relief in sight from meatless 
dinner tables until July 1 at 
the 


earliest. The Department of Agri- 
culture reported livestock receipts 
this week at the 12 major stock- 
yards were the lowest on the books 
for a week under normal trans- 
portation conditions. 


At Milwaukee, the biggesl pack- 


ing plant in Ihc area closed down 
for lack of livestock. 


The Cudahy Brothers 
packing- 
house al Milwaukee, closed down 
until July 1. Cattle departments of 
most of the others across the na- 
tion were inoperative as cattle re- 
ceipts in Ihc 12 markets slumped 
to 133,000 for the current week. 
Total livestock receipts' in 
the 


12 yards were 442,100, 
compared 


with 498,912 last week, which also 
was a record low, and 585,755 for 
Ihe same week last year, when the 
war with Japan still 
was 
being 
fought. 


L. L. Wyatl, government analyst, 
said receipts during a normal pre- 
war week would have been more 
than twice as high. 


Lack of animals for slaughtering 


will be reflected drastically in the 
food supply for the next two weeks 
or longer, chain store officials said.

tendency of the blood to clot. 


Clotting in the veins of the feet 


cauvcs, and thighs is a common 
occurrence, and X-ray examinations 
of (lie pelvic region of adults often 
show healed cols 
(vein stones) 


While the majority of clots occur 
in the lower extremities and the 
pelvis, 
they also develop In the 
up|;cr cxtimcilics and the organs 


Clols arc most iipl to occur as 


complications of varicose veins 01 
of vein injuries. Some 
infections 


Jii the 
lining 
membrane of the 


veins 
originalc elsewhere in the 
body and are carried by the blood 
to the vein. They may, however 
develop locally as the result of an 
injury. 
C LOTS CA US E~ PAIN 


A vein clot causes heat, pain 


local 
tenderness, and swelling. 


Infection can spread to adjacent 
veins and cause considerable dis- 
ability. 


Clols in the veins of the pelvis, 
thigh, feet, and calf muscles 
are 


suffered by approximately half of 
us at one time or another. In Ihe 
foot:, 
they cause tenderness 
on 


pressure over the side of the sole 
often extending up to the ankle 
joint. 


Pain and muscle spasm 
in the 


calf from clots may be 
trouble- 


some, and, if the plug spreads to 
the knee region, it 
may 
cause 


swelling of the feet when they are 
held down lor some 
time. The 


skin ot the swollen portion shows 
small 
hemorrhages 
which turn 


brown 
and 
become permanent 
stains. 


In milk leg, the clot forms 
in 


Ihc 
lower 
extremities 
of Ihe 
mother at about the time the milk 
comes into her breast, but there 
is no 
relationship between the 


two, 
as the condition develops as 


a rcs'ult of stagnation in the veins 
following delivery. There may be 
sharp pain in Ihe groin followed 
by swelling of the extremity. The 
leg may turn a bluish color, and 
the condition can 
spread lo the 
opposite side. 
PELVIC CLOTS VARY 


Clots in the pelvic vein 
cause 


varying c o m p l a i n t s. 
Symp- 


toms may be related lo Ihc organ 
which is affected, or pain may de- 
velop in an affected nerve. Swell- 
ing in the skin over Ihe public re- 
gion may be present. 


Tht purpose of treatment 
of 


vein clols is to stop the spread of 
Ihc clot, prevent the formation of 
persistent swelling, 
and promote 


healing. 
Raising Ihc foot of the 


bed 
increases the drainage from, 


the veins, 
but 
the extremity 


should be held straight and not 
bent.. 


Patients should not altempl to 


get up until advised to do so by 
the 
physician. 
Anti-coagulants 
also arc used to prevent further 
clotting. 


When clots occur in arteries or 


veins, there is an associated spasm 
which can be relieved by injecting 
procainc 
inlo 
the sympalhelic 


nerves 
in the back. 
This will 


often relieve pain and swelling in 
a short lime. In clotling (throm- 
bosis) of Ihe veins in the upper 
extremity, injections are made in 
the lower neck region.
